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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the New Castle School Board: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-sixth report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. The current year began on Wednesday, 
September 7, with an enrollment of 65. This compares with a like 
figure of 68 in September, 1954 and 64 of the previous year. 


New Castle is to be congratulated on retaining its present 
staff.of teachers. With teachers who know our pupils from former 
years and who are themselves interested in continuing their ser- 
vice to our children, progress is always assured. 


It has been our purpose, during the current year, to place the 
instruction of our pupils as much as possible on an individual basis. 
To accomplish this, Mr. Lovering, the Helping Teacher, has de- 
voted much time to the study of individual pupils. Tests of achieve- 
ment, personality and ability have been given by him to a number 
of children. These tests have been followed by conferences with 
the individual pupil and with his parents. By this means, parent 
and teacher work together with a common background of under- 
standing. The results have been encouraging. They promise a happy 
adjustment to the school, scholastically and socially. 


New Castle has a firm basic curriculum. The fundamentals 
of Reading are taught through phonics, through context and through 
picture interpretation. Reading is such a complex subject that we 
believe all of these approaches must be used. Some children learn 
more easily by one method and some by another. In order that all 
may learn, all methods must be used. Arithmetic remains a basic 
subject. We are following the outline recommended by the com- 
mittee of New Hampshire teachers appointed for this purpose by 
the State Board of Education. 


Many people do not realize the extent to which the modern 
curriculum has been broadened. The elementary schools must teach 
language arts, social studies, mathematics, science, art and music; 
health, physical education and safety. Each of these must be adapt- 
ed to the pupils’ interests, strengths and weaknesses. Moral and 
spiritual values must be kept to the forefront. In fact, these are 
considered basic to the public school program. History, biography, 
literature and other subjects continually offer opportunities for 
character education. Today’s teachers are alert to wtilize these sub- 
jects for this purpose. The growing generation is the most precious 
of our resources. Its talents and abilities must be nurtured and 
developed to the utmost. Its attitudes and loyalties must be made 
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our chief concern. 


New Castle has adopted the Rinehart Handwriting system. The 
results speak for themselves. I believe the parents are pleased with 
the results secured. I know the teachers and pupils feel definite im- 
provement in this department. I am recommending that this system 
be continued at least for several years. When a pupil has been in- 
structed in this manner for a few years, results will be very evident. 


The belief that the public schools should educate all the chil- 
dren ig becoming firmly established in the United States. It is 
granted ‘that some children will not be able to absorb the work of 
the regular school curriculum, but it is asserted that practically all 
children can be trained to such an extent that they may become 
self-supporting and respected citizens of their community. 


For this purpose, special schools and special courses of study 
are being developed. These schools will teach the subjects necessary 
for a satisfactory life to pupils of limited ability together with im- 
parting definite information concerning and training in, the type 
of work upon which such a pupil may enter. The number of chil- 
dren in each district adapted for such a course is limited. It is, 
however, entirely practical for several districts to collaborate in 
the establishment of such a school. 


The cost of such a school, if undertaken by each town would 
be prohibitive in small districts. However, it is entirely practical 
for several districts to cooperate in this plan. By such united effort 
the ideal of American schools for all American youth can be achiev- 
ed. The time to consider a program of this type has arrived. I am 
recommending that serious consideration be given this project now 
and through the coming year. Then we can feel that we are doing 
all we can for all children. 


For the years I have been privileged to act as Superintendent 
of your school, I am grateful. The New Castle Boards have always 
been active for the welfare of their schools and their community. 
They have been helpful ito me in my work. New Castle schools are 
busy and happy schools. I am certain they will continue in the fore- 
front of educational endeavor.

Report of the New Castle School Nurse 
March 1955 to February 1956 


The annual registration and pre-school health checkups were 
held in June 1955. Twelve children were examined by Dr. David 
Straus, assisted by the school nurse. 


In November, the regular school examinations were held and 
the following defects noted by Dr. Straus and reported to parents: 


Teeth, 13; orthopedic, 3; nutrition, 3; posture, 1: heart, 2; 
and speech, 2. 


In May 1955, 30 children of the first and second grades re- 
ceived their first polio vaccine. The second inoculations were held 
in October. 


On April 2 and May 7 of 1956 free clinics will be held at the 
New Castle school for all children from the ages of one through 
fourteen who have not received polio vaccine. The program will 
be state and town sponsored and the details will be announced later. 


Visual acuity tests have been started and will continue until 
each child has been tested. 


The school nurse makes frequent visits to the school and 
discusses with teachers, or children, any health problem that may 
have arisen. She may be reached by telephone at any time. She 
wishes to assist the school in its task of promoting and maintain- 
ing a healthful school environment, physical, emotional and social.

After forty-one years of service to New Hampshire education, 
Mr. Roy W. Gillmore will retire as Superintendent of Schools in 
New Hampshire Supervisory Union No. 21 on November 30, 1956.

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Municipal Court of New Castle 
Report from January 1, 1955 through December 31, 1955 


During the year 1955, there were entered 87 criminal com- 
plaints. 85 of these complaints were heard and completed in the 
Municipal Court and the remaining 2 complaints were felony 
charges and were bound over to the Superior Court. 

Of these 85 cases completed in this Court, 60 either pleaded 
guilty or were found guilty by trial. In actual count, respondent 
pleaded not guilty in 14 cases and the finding was not guilty in 8 
of them. ‘Che remaining 25 cases were either found not guilty, placed 
on file, or continued for sentence. There were 5 cases of petty 
larceny with each respondent having a long probation record in 
other states and without serving previous jail sentences; all 5 
were sentenced to serve from 1 to 5 months each. 

The gross receipts from fines were $919.00. This sum of 
$919.00 is accounted for as follows by way of disbursements:
